The remaining witnesses gave 
evidence at yesterday’s hearing, and the 
Court sat late in order to finish the case. 

At’ the conclusion of the Crown's 
evidence, Mr, F, Loseby, who appeared 
‘for the defendant; snid that he did not 
propose to call ‘witnesses for the defence 
orto address his Worship. Replying to 
a submission by Mr. Loseby, Mr. Lindsell 
said «there was strong evidence ngninst | 
defendant on the charges of wounding 
and the. possession ofa dagger. |

The fact that 4,023 pounds of 
opium 274 fire arms nnd 43,000 rounds of 
communitions, $7,000 contraband ciga- 
Totes 3,600 gallons of spirits and 6,500 
ounces. of dangerous «drugs were seized 
during 1925 shows the need. for aon effec- 
tive preventive staff, Moreover the pre 
ventive staff deals with the investigation 
of illicit opium-divans which alone in- 
volves o very large amount of work. On 
a enreful consideration of the facts [ 
‘think my Honourable friend will agree 
that the staif is not excessive for the work 
which has to. be done. : » 

Finally, members will no doubt have 
}naticed one very seriaus omission from 
my temarks, This omission is intentional 
as Your Excellency has informed me that 
you will yourself deal with the very im- 
portant question of the water supply for 
the Colouy and with the remarks of hon 
members on that subject.

H.E, Tune Governor said: My cordial 
thanks are due both to the official and 
[to the unofficial members of this. Council 

«| for the-time and care'which they have 
devoted to the consideration of the 
budget. My debt is greatest to the 
Colonial Secretary, who has spared “no 
pains in preparing, in expounding and in 
defending the Supply Bill, and..who, as 
Tam sure’ the whole Council will agree, 
has discharged ‘a difficult task with con- 
spicuays ability, »But I am also much 
indehted to the unofficial members “for 
their lelpfyl criticism and to.those official 
members who have taken part in’ the 
debate for replying to this criticism so 
iully thar there is little loft for me to 
say. There are, in fwet, only two points 
on which I'propose to touch, namely the 
Colony's water supply and the subject of 
education. : 


Colony’s Water Supply. 

Ever since I frst knew Hongkong, more 
thun_a..quarter.of.a. century. ago,.thein- 
suiticieney “of the Colony’s water” supply 
has been o cause for anxiety. I can weil

supply, Let me, however, first consider 
this, matier from the point of view of 
dtiowlcon, I am convinced that in years 
te come, owing partly tothe limitations 
“| which Nature has imposed upon Hong- 


kong and partly to the advantages which } 


Nature has ‘bestowed upon, Kowloon, the 
greater portion of the: Colony's popuia- 
tion will inhabit the mainland rather than 
the island. ‘Ihe town-planning scheme 
and pre harbour development. scheme for 
Xowloon have heen prepared very wisely
